WASHINGTON (AP) - Some 
military strategists fear the So­ 
viets' orbital bomb— if indeed 
they're on the verge of perfect­ 
ing one— might some day tempt 
them into a sneak nuclear at­ 
tack. 
But defense officials generally 
discounted the significance of 
such a space weapon despite the 
fact that it could pack a war­ 
head with the equivalent of up 
to three million tons of TNT. 
Secretary of Defense Robert 
S. McNamara said Friday the 
Soviets are apparently testing 
such a weapon. He left open the 


possibility that the intelligence 
reports were wrong and that the 
tests are actually of a nonmili­ 
tary nature. 
The United States considered 
developing such a weapon a few 
years ago but dropped the pro­ 
ject, seeing little value in it, 
McNamara told a news confer­ 
ence. 
"I am not concerned," 
he 
said. “ It does not change the nu­ 
clear balance of power." 
McNamara said the 
orbital 
weapon, which might be opera­ 
tional next year, would be de­ 
signed to descend suddenly upon

Members of the Senate Ethics Committee have 
announced they could find no evidence of Life 
magazine’s contention that Missouri’s junior U. S. 
Senator, Ed Long, attempted to keep Teamster 
president Jimmy Hoffa out of prison. 
The Senate panel cleared the good Senator of 
this allegation. 
We never believed Life magazine’s contention 
for more than a few minutes. 
It just didn’t hold water, and even if it did, 
how could anyone, save Long or Hoffa, prove it? 
Interestingly, however, members of the Ethics 
committee had nothing to say about the criticism 
which this newspaper and a handful of others 
have leveled against Long which, in our opinion, 
is a good deal more serious than some magazine 
waiter’s flighty imagination. 
The Senate Ethics Committee never condoned, 
despite what anyone says, the fee splitting be­ 
tween a junior U. S. Senator from Missouri and 
a St. Louis criminal attorney. 
The Senate Ethics Committee never condoned 
the absurd and unfair practice of a U. S. Senator 
practicing law to the tune of $160,000 while 
attempting to serve a state of more than four 
and one-half million persons.

WHAT THE ETHICS COMMITTEE 
DIDN’T SAY 
Members of the Senate Ethics Committee have 
announced they could find no evidence of Life 
m agazine's contention that M issouri's junior U. S. 
Senator, Ed Long, attempted to keep Team ster 
president Jimmy Hoffa out of prison. 
The Senate panel cleared the good Senator of 
this allegation. 
We never believed Life magazine's contention 
for more than a few minutes. 
It just didn't hold water, and even if it did, 
how could anyone, save Long or Hoffa, provf it? 
Interestingly, however, members of the Ethics 
com m ittee had nothing to say about the criticism 
which this newspaper and a handful of others 
have leveled against Long which, in our opinion, 
is a good deal more serious than some magazine 
w riter’s flighty imagination. 
The Senate Ethics Committee never condoned, 
despite what anyone says, the fee splitting be­ 
tween a junior U. S. Senator from M issouri and 
a St. Louis crim inal attorney. 
The Senate Ethics Committee never condoned 
the absurd and unfair practice of a U. S. Senator 
practicing law to the tune of $160,000 while 
attempting to serve a state of more than four 
and one-half million persons. 
The Senate Ethics Committee never condoned 
the conduct of our junior Senator except to say 
that it was unable to find any facts to support 
Life magazine's contention that Ed Long was 
trying to keep Hoffa from behind bars.
